‘26 DICE GAME MAN 
ON THREE COUNTS 


First Test Case Decides Status 
Of Barroom and Cigar 
Store Gambling. 


EIGHT MORE TO BE TRIED 


Illinois Statute Provides for Fine 
of $100 to $500 on 
Each Count.

RESULT MAY SURPRISE MAYOR 


Mayor Harrison will find the status of the 
26 dice game officially fixed when he re- 
turns from the Yale-Harvard football game. 

A jury of twelve men—three of them who 
said they often had played the game- decided 
yesterday in Municipal Judge Fake’s court 
that the “26” dice game is gambling, and 
accordingly found Walter Snell, proprietor 
of a saloon at Sixty-third street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, guilty on three counts. 

The law provides a fine of not less than 
$100 or more than $500 on each count. 1 
passing on the status of the game the jury 
findings were in accordance with the Illinois 
Statute. The mayor some time ago looked 
with favor on the dice game on the ground 
that it was a trade stimulant,” but he in- 
timated that his attitude might depend on the 
decision of the courts regarding the matter. 


“Training School for Gamblers.” 

In summing up the Snell case, Assistant 
State’s Attorney, Bell said: 

“The ‘26' ait game is the front door 
to big gambling. It is the despoiler of youth 
and the training school for the professional 
gamblers and confidence men. It is ruining 
hundreds of young men and boys, and keep- 
ing them from becoming good, decent citi- 
zens. It is a dangerous form of gambling 
because it seems so petty and elusive. The 
first investment is small but it soon takes the 
week's wages of the average young man. 
It is gambling and the man who permits it 
is guilty of gambling.“ 

The prosecution urged the conviction of 
Snell on one count, but the jury found the 
evidence warranted a verdict on three, The 
counts on which Snell was convicted are: 

1. Permitting persons to assemble on 
his premises for the purpose of gamblinig 
for money or any other valuable thing. 

2. Uniawfully keepirs tables, dice, 
dice sheets, and other apparatus for gani- 
bling in his possession. 

3. Keeping, operating, renting, or 
using such gambling apparatus as dice, dice 
sheets, and dice boards for the purpose of 
gambling. 


Delays Assessing Fine, 

Judge Fake did not assess the fines against 
Snell and probabiy will not do 80 until he 
decides a motion for a new trial which the 
attorneys for the defense asked after the 
jury returned its verdict in the afternoon. 

The wide extent of the 26 game and its 
injury to the character and finances of young 
men was exposed in THE TRIBUNE two 
months and a half ago. Reporters found 
that huge profits were derived from 
the game, which had epread through- 
out the city. The game is in opera- 
tion in hundreds of cigar stores and saloons 
and young men and women are paid by the 
owners to operate it to get the money out 
of the customers without giving value re- 
ceived. 

The game is played with ten dice and the 
player, after paying a quarter must throw 
twenty-six or more (counting the spots on 
the dice) in thirteen throws to win a prize of 
$1 in trade. He may win a dollar by throw- 
ing less than thirteen. The chance of win- 
ning a dollar is about one in eight or ten. 


Nine Arrested in Englewood. 

Nine arrests under the gambling statute 
were made in Englewood and Woodlawn on 
warrants sworn to by Attorney John H. Lyle 
of the Englewood Law and Order league, The 
league sent out investigators after Tun 
TRIBUNE'S exposé and found the game flour- 
ished in the saloons and pool halls on the 
South Side. Over the objections of an as- 
sistant state’s attorney Judge Sabath issued 
the warrants. The case against Snell was 
tried as a test case. The following eight will 
be brought to trial on Dec. 2:

The appearance and propriety of the trans- 
action, although its legality has not been 
questioned, grated 80 much upon the tender 
conscience of the trustees that the name 
of Mr. Eastland has been omitted from the 
board proceedings. 


Omission from the Records. 

The record purports to give a verbatim ac- 
count of the discussion when the lease was 
under consideration, but the stenographic 
report of the debate shows this omission:

STATE BOARD CONDUCTS INQUIRY 


A helplessly insane patient was kicked, 
beaten, and choked to death on Thursday in 
the hospital connected with the state asylum 
for the insane at Dunning. Four of his at- 
tendants have been placed under arrest. 
An investigation conducted by members of 


the state board of administration has dem- 


onstrated that a conspiracy exists among 
the employés of the institution to suppress 
the facts in all cases where patients are 
maltreated by their keepers. 

This conspiracy is of such extent as to be 
practically’ subversive of discipline. Supt. 
George Leininger admitted to TRIBUND re- 


Porters last night that he has found it im- 


possible to break it down and get at the facts 
in any investigation he has conducted since 
he has had charge of the asylum. 

In the case of the man killed on Thursday, 
the murder probably would have been hid- 
den had it not happened that members of 
the state board were at the institution on 
one of their periodical and unexpected tours 
of inspection. The man killed was Charles 
Haenicke of 818 West One Hundred and 
Sixteenth street. 


Four Taken Into Custody. 

The men taken into custody are: 
GEORGD SANDUSKY, an attend- 

ant at the hospital since April M, 

1913. , 

JACOB MILLER, a new attend- 
ant, who went to the asylum from 
the Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 

FRANK PARTHUN, a night watch- 
man, | 

RUDOLPH SCHILHANSER, a night 
attendant. 

The prisoners are all at the Shakspeare 
avenue police station. They have been 
placed in separate cells to prevent them from 
communicating with each other. The ine 
quiry already made by the hospital authori- 
tles has made it plain that all of the pris- 
ohers have gullty knowledge of the killing ef 
Haenicke and the maiming of at least twe 
other invalids. 


— 
Two Accuse Each Other. 

Just who actually administered the beating 
has not been clearly established. Miller ace 
cuses Sandusky and Sandusky accuses Miller, 
Blood has been found on Sandusky’s cloth- 
ing, and the hospital authorities are inclined 
to the opinion that he was the assailant. 

All of the other three were witngsses of the 
assauit, and, if they did not actually partici- 
pate in the beating, stood by and made no 
effort to interfere. None of them made any 
report of the crime, and it was not until the 
body had been examined that the facts of the 
attack were brought out. 

Haenicke was taken to Dunning on 8 
stretcher from the detention hospital five 
days ago. He was suffering from what ig 
known as organic insanity. His condition 
was such that it was necessary to place him 
in the hospital immediately. He probably 
would have died a natural death in a few 
weeks. Although he still had the power of 
motion to a limited extent, he was in a con- 
tinuous state of stupor, and at no time pose 
sessed any contro! over his movements, He 
was not conscious of his surroundings, and, 
of course, was incapable of understanding 
any orders that his guards might give him. 

The hospital at the Dunning asylum con- 
tains the most helpless of the 1,700 inmates 
of the place. They are insane persons whos¢ 
mental malady has affected their bodies, 


Many of them cannot feed themselves; afew . 
have to be restrained in their beds; severas - 


are continually passing from one convulsiog 
into another. 
Victim a Restless Patient, 

Haenicke began giving hie attendants 
trouble as soon as he was placed on his hos- 
pital bed. He would not lie still. He was an 
„ untidy patient. He kept trying to get 
up, and it was difficult to restrain him from 
this habit, which appeared to be almost 
automatic. . 

Sandusky had the man in charge. Pe- 
tween 5:30 and 6 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon Mrs. Borhan, the senior nurse and ate 
tendant in charge of the ward in which 
Haenicke lay, left to get her supper. The 
assault on the patient was committed some- 
time between 5:30 and 6. 

According to the stories told by Miller, 
Parthun, and Schilhanser, this is what hap- 
pened. Soon after Mrs. Borhan left the 
ward Haenicke tried to get out of his bed, 
Sandusky, who had repeatedly put him back 
in bed during the afternoon, lost his temper. 
He seized the patient by the throat and 
choked him: He beat him about the head 
and body. He climbed on top of him and 
pressed him down on the bed with his knees 
on the insane man’s chest. Not content with 
this, he lifted the man out of his bed, car- 
ried him out to the bathroom, gave him an- 
other beating, and then wiped the blood 
from @ cut on Heenicke’s face and carried 
him back to his couch. Haenicke lay still 
after that.

IN LAKE SHORE PLAN PERMIT. 


Secretary of War Garrison Provides 
Park Board Must Build Breakwater 
—Fortifies People Against I. C. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—- [Special. 
Safeguards to prevent the Illinois Centra, 
railway from being the sole beneficiary of 
the Burnham plan for the beautification of 
Chicago's lake front will be included in the 
permit to be issued by Secretary of War Gar- 
rison. 

In the deal with the city and park board the 
railroad is to receive an additional strip of 
from fifty to 100 feet in width along the east- 
ern edge of its right of way. 

If the park project should fail after the 
reclamation of the railroad’s share of the 
submerged land, the company would be the 
only gainer.

WARNING ON HYSTERIA, 


Dean Davenport Says Care Should 
Be Exercised in Purchase 
of Farms. 


Knights, 89 years old, attended the 
U. States land show at the Coliseum 
yesterday, having traveled alone from his 
home near Cambridgeshire, England, for 
that purpose. It was a big day for the over- 
sea visitor. He even posed for his picture 
with Hiawatha and Minnehaha. 

A tour of the different aisles, past the 153 
pound pumpkin in the Gregon state exhibit, 
the 7,000 pound cheese in the New York state 
section, a sixteen pound winter radish in the 
western Michigan exhibit, and the thirty 
pound cabbage from the province of Alberta; 
left the aged traveler so staggered he could 
barely murmur: “ Itis wonderful.” 

I don’t see what England would d with- 
out the United States and Canada,” said 
Mr. Knights to his nephew, J. H. Beck of 
4913 Magnolia avenue, who accompanied 
him. We'd simply starve, that's all.“

Warns Against Hysteria.

He was giving the second of a series of lec- 
tures under the auspices of the University of 
Illinvis, which has a large exhibit at the 
north end of the building. f 
A man with the land hunger should not 
be stampeded and plunged into something 
without careful consideration,” ne said. 
People get worked up and often buy land 
hysterically, later to find that they have 
something not needed or desired. 
In the country a man is a real person, not 
a single cog in a machine. He counts fora 
great deal more as a farmer than as a clerk 
or a small business man. On the other hand, 
farm work is much harder than city work 
and vacations are almost unknown. There 
are things to be done every day. 
In general, a man to succeed on the land 
must be able to direct and manage himself 
and others without depending on some one 
else to give orders. It requires initiative; 
it requires ability to plan for the future in- 
telligently, for all good systems of agricul- 
ture are based on successful operations run- 
ning through a number of years.”

SEEN AS CAUSE OF MURDER. 


Jurist Says No Excuse Exists for the 
Carrying of Weapons. 


A penitentiary sentence of from one to tén 
years for men who carry concealed weapons 
for the first offense and ten years to life im- 
prisonment for the second offense was advo- 
cated yesterday by Judge Charles A. Mc- 
Donald of the Superior court in a speech be- 
fore the State's Attorney's Association of 
Illinois, meeting at the Hotel Sherman. 

“There is absolutely no justification in 
my eyes for a criminal to carry a deadly 
weapon.“ said the judge. The only justi- 
fication for a good citizen is self-defense 
against crooks. It follows that if the crooks 
are deprived of deadly weapons the good cit- 
izens will not have to carry them. 

“I should say 40 per cent of the murders 
are due to carrying concealed weapons. The 
so-called good citizens who in crises murder 
persons would not have done so had they not 
been accustomed to carrying weapons. 

A federal law on the subject would sim- 
plify the question, but I see no way of getting 
one passed. The only way we have before us 
is to pass a state law.“

Silas H. Strawn, president, of the Chicago 
Bar association, urged that the state's attor- 
neys quit prosecuting horse thieves and go 
in for the direction of public policy. 
Their chief duty should be the direction 
of the public policy of the state.“ he said.

Would Abolish Grand Juries. 
Judge Albert C. Barnes of the Appellate 
court, at the banquet in the evening, advo- 
cated the abolition of the grand jury system. 
“It does not seem necessary,“ he said, 
“when a red handed murder or a burglary is 
committed to send the case to a grand jury. 
Begin at once and dispose of the case before 
the grand jury can get ready to hear the first 
evidence. 

Another thing needed in remedial legis- 
lation is a repeal of the law that gives jurors 
the right to judge the law. The idea of twelve 
men, drawn from all walks of life, sitting for 
but one week and thinking they can interpret 
the law better than a judge who has been on 
the bench for years is ridiculous.”’ 

Still another thing that should be abol- 
ished is the right of a defendant to refuse to 
take the stand. There should be, but one 
court in Cook county, with one chief justice, 
who should assign all cases. 
State’s Attorney Hoyne said:

FOOD COST DUE FOR INQUIRY 


McReynolds Seeks Conspiracy 
Among Cold Storage Men. 


Prosecution Likely if Cornering of 
Market Only Is Proved. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 21,—[Specia). 1 
With eggs at 75 cents a dozen, the price of 
butter soaring, and the cost of meat refusing 
to come down, Attörney General McRey- 
ae has decided to go gunning for the food 
rust. . 


As a preliminary move the attorney general 
will search for such a conspiracy to restrain 
trade among cold storage w ehouse men. 

Chicago will be the princi ecene of the 
investigation. As the stockyards packers 
own the largest of these plans and are the 
most active in dealing in those necessities 
they will bear the brunt of the inquiry. 


Tarif Not to Blame? . 
Incidentally this move is the first confes- 
sion. from a Democratic source that the pro- 
tective tariff may not have been entirely to 
blame for the increasing cost of living and 
that the removal of duties by the new law 
cannot be depended upon to cheapen foods. 

The department wil! seek to learn whether 
there is any conspiracy, agreement, or un- 
derstanding among the cold storage ware- 
house men or the dealere using these facili- 
tles whereby they are enabled to corner vast 
quantities of medts, butter, eggs, and other 
foods so as to creaté a shortage, resulting in 
an artificial inflation of prices. 

If such concerted action is uncovered the 
participants therein will. be prosecuted for 
Violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 


May Be Prosecuted Anyway. 

It is suggested even that if a monopoly is 
found to exist in the market of any article 
of food, such as eggs, for example. the large 
operators who have cornered the supply will 
be prosecuted even if there is not any specific 
agreement among them. 

There have been congressional and depart- 
mental investigations of the cold storage 
business, but no federal regulation of the 
business ever has been attempted. Several 
bills pending tn congress propose publicity 
for all storage of foods so that the amount 
available will be known and a corner made 
more difficult to maintain. 

STRIKE FOR LOWER PRICES. 

Carlisle, Pa., Nov. 
housewives of Carlisle have struck. They 
declare they will not use butter or eggs for a 
month. Eggs today were selling at 45 cents a 
dozen; creamery butter at 38 cents a pound. 
The women hope to win lower prices through 
the strike. 

The women of the Civic league are back of 
the movement and are reinforcing the strike 
with the following pledge: 

“I will abstain from the use of éggs or 
butter, unless forced by sickness not to do 80, 
for one month.

One of the most 
delicate of reactionaries, Mr. Hutton may 
well be called the leader of those beauty 
adoring travelers who make Christian as 
well as Pagan Italy their own and love the 
passing Italy to the exclusion of all that 
is contemporary and progressive in that 
country of infinite transitions.

Independent as Hawthorne was in all of 
his opinions, he appears to have entertained 
for this one rare friend a feeling of utmost 
dependent affection. Mr. Howard Ticknor 
writes: “ Often hae the writer noticed when 
the two were starting for some outing a look 
on Hawthorne’s face of affectionate trust- 
fulness, content, and of such rest, as if the 
profitable trip had been already enjoyed. It 
wae strange to him, a youth, thet one grown

In the end, Mr. Ticknor’s devotion to his 
friend brought about his own untimely death 
at the age of 53, and Hawthorne's grief and 
dismay had much to do with ending his own 
enfeebled existence.

That 
Was a sad realization! 

But all of the joy of the cake was concen- 
trated in the finished product. The first piece of 
the real cake was more luscious than any other 
bit of it could have been. 

I've never forgotten what that meant to me 
in my life. The trials of things may be fun, and 
they may have some of the elements of happi- 
ness in them, but the real thin re the true 
joy in life. 

So that when I think of wom ing discour- 
aged by the trials that don’t succeed as well as 
they think they ought to I remember about the 
cake and how much nicer the real cake always 
was than the little trial cake. 

But if the trial is absolutely depressing, I 
know, too, how infinitely hard it is to accom- 
Plish a success. That's the reason I want you 
to do something that will bring you some little 
bit of success right at firat.

At present nearly 200 men are working 
injthe broom and leather shops turning 
ovt products which compete in the mar- 
ket with those of free labor.

INALLY, one of the large expenses 

connected with running the house 
of correction at present is that made nec- 
essary in generating the large amount of 
steam used in heating the enormous plant 
and in producing electric current for 
lighting the sixty acres of ground, all the 
buildings, and the adjoining streets. A 
good many steam horse power also are 
used in running the rock hoists, stone 
crushers, and other machinery in the bride- 
well workshops. 

As a by-product of the garbage incin- 
erators sufficient steam could be produced 
to easily take care of all these needs. The 
whole plant might be heated and lighted 
with little or no cost to the city. And 
there probably would be a large surplu 
of steam power available. 

The city also is planning to build large 
repair shops on the forty acres between 
the river and the drainage canal, just 
south of the house of correction. What- 
ever surplus steam power was produced 
from the burning of the garbage might be 
used in these new shops at an additional sav- 
ing to the public. 


~~ 
a present little incinerator at the 

house of correction costs only $1,200 
to construct. It handles successfully and 
without creating the slightest nuisance 
some twenty tons of fresh garbage a day. 
That low price of construction is, of 
course, due to the fact that practically all 
the work was done by the inmates. 

If those figures can be taken as a guide 
it should be possible to build a plant big 
enough to handle 600 tons of garbage a 
day for less than $40,000—making no 
allowance for the necessary labor, which 
in this instance would be furnished by 
the inmates. To build a steam plant ia 
connection would, of course, cost much more. 

The figures and the plan, as & whole, 
would seem to be worthy of most serious 
consideration on the part of the garbage 
and waste commission.

The United Charities in its five Gay cam- 
paign for $350,000 to begin on Monday is 
going after the firms able to Bive $5,000 » 
year and after the employé who gets $20 a 
week or more. The idea was suggested yes- 
terday at the luncheon for team captains in 
the Hotel La Salle by Julius Rosenwald 
head of Sears, Roebuck & Co. 

Mr. Rosenwald said his firm would con- 
tribute $5,000 a year to the United Charities 
if three other business houses could be found 
to contribute a similar fund. He now is con- 
tributing $2,500 under the condition that three 
other firms do likewise. 


Those “Lucky” Who Have Jobs. 


One of the leading men in the Rosenwald 


to the United Charities to all the employés 
there getting $20 weekly or more. 

I believe there is not a man ore woman 
getting $20 a week or more who would not 
be glad to give something of his fortune in 
having a job,“ said Mr. Rosenwald. “ There 
are thousands and thousands out of work, 
Those who have a job are lucky. A repre- 
sentative man ought to be appointed in every 
large house to put it to them the right way. 
I don’t mean fhey should be made to fea} 
they had to give, but that the opportunity ig 
offered to them.

LEWIS-SABATH SCHISM DENIED 


Chicago German-American Say Nei- 
ther Tries to Make Capital by Help- 
ing Delegation at Capital. 


The following statement was brought to 
Tue TRIBUNE by Horace L. Brand, publisher 
of the Staats-Zeitung; Louis Salla, and wün- 
liam Rothmann: 

In your issue of Thursday there appeared 
a Washington dispatch headed ‘Lewis 
and Sabath Enemies,’ in which it was stated 
that Mr. Sabath had put one over on Sen- 
ator Lewis. The article is based on an entire 
misapprehension of the facts, and conveys an 
erroneous impression, which we ask you to 
correct. 

These are the facts: Senator Lewis very 
kindly made an appointment for the delega- 
tion of German- Americans who went to 
Washington in Mr. Huttmann’s interest to 
see President Wilson. 

Mr. Sabath made the appointment for the 
interview with the attorney general.
